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PERSONAL  REACTIONS  TO  INDIA 


India  is  a sub-continent,  one-third  the  size 
of  Europe,  but  containing  approximately  the 
same  population  as  Europe  and  divided  into 
as  many  different,  and  as  different  nationalities 
as  in  Europe.  There  are  in  India  hundreds  of 
different  languages,  but  there  are  over  forty 
which  differ  sufficiently  to  have  different  gram- 
mar, in  some  cases  different  script,  and  all 
with  different  ancient  literature.  This  large 
area  has  never  before  been  an  independent 
single  country  except  in  Hindu  mythology. 

Today  the  peoples  in  it  are  united  in  one 
uneasy  whole  and  are  starting  to  mingle  phys- 
ically while  maintaining  a fierce  psychological 
and  cultural  separateness.  The  great  majority 
of  the  people  are  Hindu,  and  one  might  think 
that  this  would  be  a unifying  force,  and  so  it 
is  sentimentally,  but  in  fact  there  is  little  unity 
in  it.  One  can  believe  anything  or  nothing  and 
still  be  a good  Hindu  so  long  as  one  sunports 
the  hierarchical  caste  system  and  the  theory 
of  reincarnation  which  is  necessary  to  justify 
it.  Caste  then  might  be  thought  of  as  a unifying 
factor,  but  members  of  the  same  caste  will  not 
marry  across  district  lines;  those  of  the 
other  district,  even  of  the  same  caste,  are 
of  a different  race  and  culture,  and  who  knows 
what  monstrous  abominations  they  may  prac- 
tice. Hinduism  is  an  intricate  complex  of  re- 
ligion, race,  geographical  district,  and  social 
organization,  and  these  interacting  elements 
cannot  be  untangled. 

Mary  and  I were  in  India  for  six  months, 
primarily  to  visit  our  daughter  Linda  and  her 
husband  Dave  Kennedy  in  Ratlam,  where,  for 
four  and  a half  months  I helped  Dave  in  the 
hospital,  dealing  with  lower  and  middle  class 
Indians  of  village  and  town  background,  both 
Hindu  and  Muslim.  Following  this  Mary  and 
I toured  India  with  Dave  and  Linda,  travelling 
third  class  on  the  trains  and  by  bus,  and  staying 
in  Hindu  type  hotels  or  government  lodges  in 
order  to  contact  the  people  as  much  as  possible. 
Besides  some  tourist  attractions  we  tried  to 
see  various  mission  projects  including  some  of 
Friends,  of  United  Church  of  Canada,  of  Irish 
Presbyterian,  one  Catholic  Ashram,  one  Hos- 
pital run  by  the  indiginous  church  of  St.  Thoma 
in  Kerala,  and  one  Ghandigram  Village  Project 
near  Madurai  in  Madras  State.  This  took  four 
weeks. 


I am  speaking  for  myself  particularly,  but 
probably  for  many  others  too,  when  I say  that 
on  visiting  India  one  tends  to  go  through  defi- 
nite stages.  First  one  is  a tourist,  and  every- 
thing is  novel,  interesting  and  different.  Even 
the  dirt,  smells,  and  complete  lack  of  sanitation, 
though  shocking,  are  also  exciting.  During  the 
second  stage  the  problems  of  India  begin  to 
come  into  focus.  Most  of  them  have  been  men- 
tioned to  you,  some  have  been  intellectually 
familiar  to  you,  but  they  begin  to  come  home 
as  you  see  them  disastrously  affecting  people 
who  have  become  real  to  you  by  intimate  con- 
tact. This  is  a stimulating  stage.  Each  problem, 
seen  separately,  looks  as  if  there  should  be  a 
comparatively  simple  solution.  Frequently  the 
one  which  comes  to  mind  is  education  in  some 
form — medical,  agricultural,  nutritional,  etc., 
and  there  is  a strong  feeling  of  excitement  as 
the  mind  rises  to  meet  the  challenge.  The  third 
state  sets  in  with  a feeling  of  bewilderment  as 
one  realizes  that  the  solution  of  each  problem 
is  dependent  on  solving  several  others,  and  all 
lead  into  the  tangled  skein  which  is  the  im- 
personal feudal  life  of  four  hundred  million 
illiterate  Indian  villagers. 

Here  in  the  village  the  individual  is  of  little 
importance  and  has  no  right  to  have  convictions. 
The  skills,  patterns  of  life,  and  insights  of  the 
ancestors  who  developed  the  village  customs 
must  be  maintained  at  any  cost.  Improvement 
is  change,  and  change  is  disloyalty  to  the  an- 
cestors and  therefore  wrong.  There  are  areas 
where,  in  famine  times,  villagers  have  literally 
preferred  to  starve  to  death  rather  than  learn 
to  cook  and  eat  food  which  is  not  traditional 
in  their  village,  e.g.  wheat  instead  of  rice.  Such 
traditionalism  is  incomprehensible  to  the  west- 
ern mind,  and  the  visitor  recoils  in  utter  frus- 
tration. Frustration  is  never  far  from  the  vis- 
itor from  this  point  on. 

I do  not  mean  that  every  long-time  resident 
of  India  lives  in  perpetual  frustration,  though 
some  of  the  sensitive  people  I met  appeared  to 
me  to  be  not  too  far  from  just  that.  There  is 
escape  for  some  in  concentration  on  some  spe- 
cial work  of  unquestioned  usefulness  to  indi- 
viduals, into  which  they  can  sink  their  per- 
sonalities to  the  exclusion  of  all  else.  For  a 
very  few  like  Alice  Barnes  and  Marjorie  Sykes 
the  solution  is  to  become  Indian  nationals  and 
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identify  completely  with  the  problem.  The 
missionaries  of  a previous  era,  and  some  of  the 
more  fundamental  of  their  successors,  are  so 
imbued  with  the  compulsion  of  their  prosely- 
tising mission  that  they  seem  unaware  of  any 
problem  other  than  the  faithlessness  of  others. 

However  most  of  the  large  number  of  dedi- 
cated people  we  met  in  India  seemed  to  me  to 
be  doing  their  work  faithfully  though  burdened 
by  frustration  at  times  bordering  on  a sense 
of  futility,  despite  which  they  constantly  seek 
for  solutions.  In  Rasulia  the  atmosphere  was 
happier  than  any  other  we  experienced  in  In- 
dia; the  barrier  between  people  seemed  almost 
Iransparent,  and  one  could  have  no  doubt  that 
the  ferment  of  new  ideas,  new  concepts,  and 
above  all,  human  compassion  were  being  plant- 
ed deep  in  the  village  structure  over  a consid- 
erable area.  The  report  at  Friends  Advisory 
Conference  on  the  Baroda  Project  was  excel- 
lent, and  the  only  third  party  report  I was  able 
to  get  was  laudatory.  This  project  too  is  aimed 
at  change  in  the  deeper  layers  of  lower  class 
Indian  life.  From  another  source  I heard  good 
things  of  the  Cooperative  movement  and  Credit 
Union,  which  is  changing  the  governing  class 
in  some  villages  by  putting  power  in  the  hands 
of  progressives  rather  than  in  the  hands  of 
traditionalists.  An  English  Friend,  architect, 
and  his  Indian,  doctor,  wife,  Lawrence  and 
Elizabeth  Baker  are  doing  self-sacrificial  work 
in  their  hospital  for  hill  people  in  South  India. 
Like  the  Abbotts  they  preach  the  sermon  of 
self  giving  in  the  only  effective  language,  ser- 
vice. Two  Catholic  priests  in  the  same  Hill 
area  have  an  experimental  farm  and  also  run 
an  Ashram,  or  retreat  centre,  where  they  are 
encouraging  conferences  and  retreats  at  which 
the  divided  churches  of  St.  Thoma,  the  indigen- 
ous Christian  church  of  South  India,  may  meet 
each  other  on  neutral  but  friendly  ground. 

The  matron  at  the  hospital  in  a Ghandigram 
in  South  India  also  struck  me  as  witnessing  to 
the  Spirit:  a Hindu  girl,  originally  from  one  of 
the  local  villages,  she  spent  her  evenings  visit- 
ing local  villages  explaining  the  advantages  of 
family  planning  to  the  women  and  effectually 
persuading  them  to  attend  the  family  planning 
clinic  at  the  hospital.  The  only  Hindu  social 
service  project  which  we  saw,  a Leprosarium, 
giving  modern  treatment  under  the  guidance 
of  Velore  University,  was  well  run  and  effec- 
tive, very  interesting  evidence  of  new  ideas, 
this  time  among  upper  class  merchants  of  Hindu 
faith,  in  Bangalore.  I am  firmly  convinced  that 
useful  work  in  India  is  always  the  result  of 
special  individuals  finding  work  which  enables 
them  to  give  of  themselves  on  a very  personal 
level.
